The articles 
set forth that on the 7th of June of this year 
a contract was entered into between Mexico 
and the International Improvement Com- 
pany by which the former granted to the 
latter certain rights amd powers and a sub- 


sidy in aid of the construction and operation 


of railroad and telegraph lines within 
the Kepublic of Mexico. The In- 
provement Company only contemplates the 
construction, not the operation, of the road, 
and its contract provides that the rights and 
powers can be transferred to one or more 
companies that may be organized for the 
purpose of operating the lines.

The President seems to rest so very peace- 
fully in his sleep during the past three or 
four nights that we cannot but believe he is 
steadily improying. The attending physi- 
cians are growing more hopeful every day.

The President 
is cheerful, has good appetite, and is begin- 
ning again to tire of the regtricted diet which 
has been furnished him since the recurrence 
of the fever on Monday last. He 
asked for more substantial nourishment for 
breakfast, but the best indication that 
the President is on the way to recovery is the 
fact that his mind is regaining its tone, and 
he is manifesting a constant concern in 
matters outside of the sick-chamber. 
. HE BEGINS TO TALK 
of thie affairs of State, and the incidents of 
the sick-room are no longer trifles connected 
with the bedside, but relate, in great meas- 
ure, to matters of public policy. The Presi- 
dent is discussing various matters connected 
with his Administration toa much greater 
extent than the@nysicians are willing to have 
him. It has been his earnest desire to 
read the newspaper accounts of the shooting. 
yesterday, for the first time, this began, and 
one of his attendants read for a considerable 
time some of the newspaper accounts pf the 
first day. The, President seemed deeply in- 
terested, but said nothing. The President, 
of course, is still quite weak, but he has very 
little fever, and the normal conditions of nat- 
ure are being resumed. More rapid progress 
could not be expected, and could scarcely be 
hoped.
